Speaking of Baby’s Eating 
Habits 
Tho varying reactions of young 
children to solid foods is one of the 
absorbing topics for discussion taken 
up by parents these days. One reason 
is that one can notice a great differ­ 
ence in tile attitudes with which the 
babies accept the new foods. Many 
handle them easily at the age of 
three month — hut others arc better 
equipped to handle strained foods at 
four months. 
Otie should not be dismayed if it 
is discovered that an (.Ider child is 
not adapted yet to taking strained 
foods while a younger one is already 
well stai led. Physicians say the real 
reason for this variation is not that 
the more advanced children have 
had beth r feeding training or are 
learning more quickly from this eat­ 
ing experience—but rather that the 
muscular development and nervous 
control of their mouths may have 
progressed more quickly. 
This, of 
course, is one reason why the doctor 
should be the one to say whether a 
child is ready to have strained foods 
added to ins diet. 
However, when a doctor advises 
the in 
id action of strained foods, 
tin mo cher should not be discour- 
agi d ii she seems to have some diffi­ 
culty in initiating them at first. Thus 
i behooves her to not become tense 
* over-persistent in giving the baby 
: lls new food experience. 
By not 
pressing 1he feeding too strenuously 
but 
possibly 
at 
first 
limiting 
strained food feed; 
s for a week or 
two— she rn iy in the long run have 
the child experiencing the advantage 
of their high nutritive values more 
quickly. 
An important reason for giving the 
child strained foods is that the vita­ 
mins and minerals they supply are 
necessary for his healthful growth. 
Iron, especially, is needed by the 
child at an early age— since his re­ 
serve store of this important mineral 
starts to become depleted shortly 
after birth and this depletion con­ 
tinues for several months because 
the milk making up most of his diet 
is low in irqn and copper. At ap­ 
proximately four to five months of 
age, then, most babies need to have 
iron in some form added to their 
diet. 
Strained foods provide the iron in 
a form that is easily taken and di­ 


gested oy the baby. They also sup­ 
ply vitamins A, B, C and G in vary­ 
ing amounts—as well as the othct 
minerals. 
During 
babyhood, 
of 
course, a larger proportion of the 
food eaten is used for growth than 
during any other period in a lifetime 
—ana so it follows that if these nu­ 
tritious foods are digested easily 
they should certainly be included in 
the baby’s diet. 
Food manufacturers have obtained 
the help of scientists in perfecting a 
process for preparing these import­ 
ant strained foods in such a way 
that a high proportion of the original 
vitamins and minerals of the fresh 
foods are retained in the canned 
product. 
Briefly, the method is to 
cook the foods in the absence of air 
immediately after they are taken 
from the fields at the height of their 
perfection. After straining, they are 
processed under pressure also in the 
absence of air. Tile result is canned 
strained vegetables, fruits, soups and 
cereals which are unusually well 
suited to the baby’s needs. 
You have 14 different kinds of the 
prepared strained foods from which 
to select a well balanced diet for 
your baby. The doctor recommends 
which should be added to his meal­ 
time schedule first. 
The i n i t i a l 
strained food should be diluted with 
some of the milk formula or with 
water to make its consistency similar 
to that to which the baby is ac­ 
customed. 
A teaspoon of the new 
food diluted with an equal amount 
of water or milk is all that he can 
take at the start. 
Gradually the 
amount of strained food may be in­ 
creased and the liquid be eliminated. 
Finally the baby wall be taking a full 
412-ounce can at each mealtime. The 
foods should be heated slightly—of 
course— as they are more appetizing 
this way. 
One can’t over-emphasize the fact 
that the early feeding of strained 
foods to the baby has the favorable 
effect of having him already enjoy­ 
ing the flavors of foods which are 
"good for him” long b e f o r e he 
reaches the age when he might de­ 
velop food dislikes. Thus they help 
you avoid later food problems. 
When sufficient teeth have de­ 
veloped, at about 12 to 18 months of 
age, the child then graduates to 
Junior foods—special recipe com­ 
binations of fruits, vegetables, cereals 
and meats prepared with the same 
care used in canning the strained 
foods. They have a coarser texture 
which encourages the child to chew 
—yet these foods do no harm if 
they should happen to be swallowed 
without chewing. 
Naturally, these 
foods are also a great help in de­ 
veloping good eating habits in the 
child while he is very young. 
In­ 
troduce them by mixing first with 
strained foods of similar flavor.
